It is up to the next congress to 
undertake projects for building a navy such as has been a u ­ 
thorized under tne treaty. 
We h a w been at sonic disa dva nta ge in recent limita ­ 
tion conferences by reason of not ha ving kept our nava l fleet 
up to a degree a pproa ching tnose of other first cla ss powers 
or the earth, hut in the circumsta nces national defense had 
not dema nded it. 
In conformity 
with terms of our own generosity in tin 
Wa shington treaty, we sank millions of dolla rs worth 
of 
battleships, built and building. 
Then Grea t Britain a nd 
J a pa n proceeded to ignore the ratio fixed for battleships 
a s 
;t might with rea son ha ve been a pplied t o cruisers, and they 
unbalanced the navies by their cruiser projects. 
President C’oolidge’s progra m of economy dove-tailed 
with the pacifistic propa ga nda and effort and we fell be­ 
hind m cruiser building. 
One movement fairlv under way 
for a comprehensive cruiser project wa s swept hack by the 
president, who a nnounced his purpose to call a conference 
loi turther na \a l limitation, which 
mea ns 
limitation 
of 
cruisers. 
The conference failed and we bega n to build 
cruisers. 
Cha nge in administra tion brought new negotia ­ 
tions in tha t direction, President 
Hoover’s conferees sur- 
rendering the point on which our a pprova l to this Hoover- 
-MacDonald treaty, which did not require other governments 
to sink their cruisers as we sa nk our battleships to bring 
about parity and fixed ratio. 
The next step towa rd parity 
then is budding of cruisers. 
Though we begin now to a pproxima te the cruisers 
of Great 
Britain and J a pa n, the terms m the treaty do not permit us to 
reach pa nt > within the period oi its ill * *. 
During the few 
> ears lollowing the World Wa r other powers were so wa r 
torn that size and strength of our navy wa s 
of little impor- 
lance.^ 
Pa ssing yea rs ha ve cha nged that situation, and 
henceiorth it will bo to our interest to ma intain such a 
na v y 
as will give force and effect to such assertions as our civil 
officers ma y ma ke with reference to the .Monroe Doctrine or 
othei ma tters ot importa nce to us in the western hemisphere. 
Wha t will be tne principal means of lighting the next 
great war is more <>r less a ma tter of mystery, so rapid ha ve 
ueon developments in that direction. 
Mea nwhile, America, 
lias notions of her own a bout some ma tters in this hemis­ 
phere, and we well may heed the Roosevelt formula ,“ » Speak 
softly, but carry a big Mick.’’ 
Many obsta cles will be thrown in the wa y of a navy 
building project, as pacifism is well orga nized for that pur­ 
pose.
